PUSD Board 

Will Meet 
On Thursday 

PLACENTIA - A special 
meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the Placentia Unified School 
District to hold a public study 
session on accommodation of 
students at various schools will be 
held October 21 at 7:45 p.m. in 
the El Dorado High School lecture 
hall. 

The board will also meet at 4:30 
and at 5 p.m. on October 20 at 
the board room to discuss adult 
personnel. Most of that meeting 
will be executive session. 

At the Thursday meeting the 
board will continue its discussion 
of the problem of overcrowding in 
the schools begun at its meeting 
of last Wednesday. 

A large crowd, mainly from 
Morse and Orchard Schools, 
where some grades are on double 
sessions, asked the board for some 
relief such as buying trailers to 
relieve the pupil pressure. 

Also reviewed last Wednesday 
were plans for the new Esperanza 
High School and the new 
Glenview Elementary School. 
Esperanza is scheduled for 
completion in September 1973 
while Glenview is scheduled for 
completion in September 1972. 

Thursday night the board met, 
mostly in executive session, with 
the meeting going until 4:30 a.m. 
There was no announcement 
following the session. 

Commission 

Considers 

Annexation 

YORBA LINDA - The Planning 
Commission last week was forced 
to hold two sessions due to an 
extremely heavy agenda. 

Considered at the October 12 
session, was a zoning change and a 
tentative tract map involving the 
same piece of property, located 
east of Jefferson Street and north 
of Buena Vista Avenue. The 
commission approved both of the 
requests which will allow the 
Essex Land Company to develop 
the 18.5 acre tract. 

The proposed annexation of the 
Lower Locke Ranch area, where 
residents of the Fairgreen- 
Fairlyn-Fairview area have 
requested that the 132 acres be 
annexed to the city, was among 
the items considered at this 
session. Included in the 
annexation request this time was 
an additional 40 acres located east 
of Fairmont Boulevard, owned by 
the McCarthy-Sant Company, and 
presently undeveloped. The 
commission voted to forward a 
recommendation to the council to 
proceed with the proposed 
annexation. 

Two more zoning cases were 
continued until the October 26 
meeting, but rezoning for 9 V 2 lots 
at the corner of Second Street and 
Pacific Avenue from an A-l (0) 
zone to a C-2 (AC) zone was 
approved. Owner of the property, 
Wendal Solesby, plans to 
construct and operate an auto 
body shop at the location. 


YORBA LINDA - The City 
Council approved the final version 
of the new city general plan at its 
regular meeting Monday evening, 
changing only four items upon 
recommendation of the Planning 
Commission. 

The plan had been referred to 
the commission for further review 
following several months of public 
hearings and discussion by the 
City Council. 

The Planning Commission 
recommended changes in several 
different areas, the area south of 
Buena Vista Street and west of 
the old reservoir, from low to 
medium low density; a portion 
directly north of Bastanchury 
Road, from low to medium low, 
as was originally proposed by the 
commission; a one block area 
between Eureka Street and Casa 
Loma Avenue and bounded by 
Imperial Boulevard on the south 
and Bastanchury Road on the 
north, from medium low to 
medium; from Eureka Avenue on 
the west to Lakeview on the east, 
and bounded by Bastanchury 
Road on the north and an 
elementary school on the south, 
from medium low to medium; the 
area between the old Anaheim 
canal and Imperial Boulevard and 
east of Prospect Avenue, from 
medium low to medium density; 
the area west of Eureka Avenue 
between Imperial and Yorba 
Linda Boulevards, recommended 
for multi-family dwellings and 
cluster type units; and the area to 
the north of town, past the city 
boundary and north of Wabash 
Avenue, to be designated by 
manufacturing, with a net of 100! 
acres set aside for an industrial 
park. 

Two other recommendations 
regarded changes in the General 
Plan Text including a deletion of 
one of the plates. 

Councilmen agreed to change 
the area south of Buena Vista 
west of the reservoir from low to 
medium low density and, the area 
bounded by Casa Loma, 
Bastanchury, Eureka and Imperial 


from medium low to medium 
density, and approved extension 
of the industrial area to a 
minimum of 100 acres. 

The plan was approved by a 3-2 
vote with Councilmen Roland 
Bigonger and David Cromwell 
opposed. 

In other action the council 
approved the use of money from 
the federal public employment 
program to hire three persons, a 
clerk typist, a building inspector 
and an engineering assistant with 
the $27,017 allocated to the city. 

Persons hired under the program 
must be unemployed and must 
reside within the city. 
Applications are now being taken 
at city hall.
